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Dr.  John  T.  Hoggard  loved  two  things — people  and  education — with  a  devotion  and  an  ability  to 
achieve  high  goals  that  set  him  above  and  apart  from  his   fellowman. 

His  keen  interest  in  the  improvement  of  public  education  headed  him,  via  political  election,  to  the 
Board  of  Education.  There  he  served  30  years,  with  the  majority  of  them  as  chairman.  Dr.  Hoggard 
was  among  the  community's  leaders  who  advocated  the  establishment  of  a  college  here.  That  was  a 
bold  dream  18  years  ago,  but  that  was  a  great  challenge  and  he  welcomed  it.  He  served  as  president 
of  the  college  for  10  years,  the  most  important  period  in  the  life  of  the  institution.  And  it  was 
so  good  that  he  lived  to  see  the  college  become  a  fully  state-supported  four-year  institution  with  its 
services  to  Southeastern  North  Carolina  enlarged  each  year. — Wilmington  Morning  Star. 

Dr.  William  Randall,  President  of  Wilmington  College,  said,  "The  people  of  New  Hanover  County 
do  not  need  to  be  reminded  of  his  great  contribution  to  the  cause  of  public  education." 

The  college  was  his  dream  and  he  more  than  any  other  single  individual  was  instrumental  in  making 


at  dream  come  to  reality.    When  the  college  was  only  a  local  institution  he  guided  its  progress;  he 
ought  for  its  recognition  as  a  state  institution;  and  since  1958  he  was  the  able  and  far-seeing  chair- 
an  of  its  Board  of  Trustees." 

"Generations  of  young  people  will  owe  him  much,  for  he  brought  to  them  the  opportunity  for  higher 
ducation  here  in  Wilmington,  and  the  buildings  on  our  campus,  present  and  future,  will  stand  always 
as  his  memorial." 
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Hoggard  Hall  will  remain  as  a  constant  reminder  of  Dr.  Hoggard's  devotion  to  Wilmington  College.

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On  September  4,  1947,  Wilmington  College  op- 
ened its  doors  for  the  first  time  to  students  in  search 
of  higher  learning.  The  work  that  brought  Wil- 
mington College  into  existence  did  not  end  here. 
In  1948  the  college  became  officially  accredited  by 
the  North  Carolina  College  Conference  and  became 
a  member  of  the  American  Association  of  Junior 
Colleges.  As  time  passed,  various  school  activities 
were  introduced  and  the  college  curriculum  was 
expanded.  By  1952  Wilmington  College  had  been 
accredited  as  a  junior  college  by  the  Southern  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

In  1958  the  college  became  a  part  of  the  State 
System  of  Higher  Education.  Most  significant  to 
Wilmington  College  was  the  realization  of  a  goal 
which  was  achieved  on  July  1,  1963.  At  this  time 
Wilco  became  a  senior  college  with  a  four  year 
curriculum. 

On  June  13,  1965,  the  seniors  were  given  their 
diplomas  by  Dr.  Randall.  This  graduation  for  the 
four  year  class  was  made  possible  by  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  1963,  authorizing  Wilmington 
College   to   offer   the    bachelor    degree.

The  staff  of  the  College  Newspaper  met  at 
the  first  of  the  school  year  and,  after  reading  a 
challenging  letter  from  a  respected  critic  of  the 
newspaper,  decided  just  what  the  functions  of  a 
paper  should  be.
